COMMONWEALTH OF MASSACHUSETTS 
FRANKLIN, SS. 


To either of the Constables of the Town of Whately, in 
the County of Franklin. 


GREETING: 


In the name of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts 
you are hereby directed to notify and warn the inhabitants 
of said Town, qualified to vote in elections and in Town 
affairs, to meet at the Town. Hall in said Whately on Mon- 
day, the fifth day of February next, at ten o’clock in the 
forenoon, then and there to act on the following articles: 


Article I. To choose by ballot all necessary Town Of- 
ficers for the ensuing year: Moderator, Treasurer, Town 
Clerk, one Selectman for three years, Auditor, one Asses- 
sor for three years, one School Committee for three years, 
one Library Trustee for three years, one Cemetery Com- 
missioner for three years, Tree Warden, Elector under 
Will of Oliver Smith, Tax Collector, and Constables. 


Article II. To receive the reports of the various Town 
Officers and Committees, and act thereon. 


Article III. To raise such sums of money as may be 
necessary to defray the expenses of the Town for the en- 
suing year. 


Article IV. To see if the Town will vote to authorize 
the Town Treasurer, with the approval of the Selectmen, 
to borrow money from time to time in anticipation of the 
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revenue of the financial year beginning January 1, 1940, 
and to issue a note or notes therefor, payable within one 
year, and to renew any note or notes as may be given for 
a period of less than one year, in accordance with Section 
17, Chapter 44, General Laws. 


Article V. To see what the Town will do with the 
money received from the County, called the Dog Fund. 


Article VI. To see if the Town will vote to authorize 
the Selectmen to sell the South School-house and land, 
either by private sale or by auction, at their discretion, or 
take any other action relative thereto. 


Article VII. To see if the Town will vote to authorize 
the Selectmen to sell or otherwise dispose of the tractor- 
snowplow now owned by the Town, or take any other 
action relative thereto. 


Article VIII. To see if the Town will agree to indem- 
nify and save harmless the Commonwealth of Massachu- 
setts and the Department of Public Works, its officers and 
agents, from all claims for damages made by any person 
or concern whose property may be damaged by the work 
of reconstructing certain bridges and approaches thereto 
in this Town, as authorized in an agreement made between 
the Selectmen of Whately and the said Department of Pub- 
lic Works. 


Article IX. To see if the Town will appropriate the 
sum of $3000 for the maintenance of Highways under the 
provisions of Sections 26-29 of Chapter 81 of the General 
Laws and amendments thereto. 


Article X. To see if the Town will appropriate the sum 
of $850 for the maintenance of Chapter 90 Highways, so- 
called; said money to be used in conjunction with any 
money which may be allotted by the State or County, or 
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both, for this purpose; or take any other action relative 
thereto. 


Article XI. To see if the Town will appropriate a sum 
of money not to exceed $1200. for the purpose of purchas- 
ing a truck for the use of the Highway Department, or 
take any other action relative thereto. 


Article XII. To see if the Town will appropriate a sum 


of money not to exceed $2000. for the purpose of purchas- 
ing a truck, portable pump and essential equipment for 
fire protection, and instruct the Moderator to appoint a 
Committee to select such equipment and arrange its pur- 
chase; or take any other action relative thereto. 


Article XIII. To see if the Town will appropriate a 
sum of money not to exceed $400 for the purpose of trim- 
ming and repairing shade trees on town property and high- 
ways, or take any other action relative thereto. 


Article XIV. To see if the Town will appropriate or 4 
transfer a sum of money for a Road Machinery Account, ~ 


for the purpose of repairing and purchasing road ma- 
chinery, or take any other action relative thereto. 


Article XV. To see if the Town will vote that the Col- 
lector of Taxes be paid on a salary or on a commission 
basis, the salary or commission to be fixed by a vote of 
‘the town; or take any other action relative thereto. 


Article XVI. To see if the Town will vote that the 
Selectmen be authorized to prosecute and defend all suits 
that may be brought in behalf of, or against, the Town, 
and employ counsel for same. 


Article XVII. To see if the Town will vote that the 
Cemetery Commissioners be authorized to appoint any of 
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its members to act as Sextons, and to fix their compensa- 
tion therefor.

Selectmen's Report 


To the Citizens of Whately: 


In accordance with the requirements of the Statutes of 
the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, the following report 
for the year ending December 31st, 1939, is submitted. 


The Selectmen would like to call the attention of the 
voters and taxpayers to the fact that, for the first time 
in several years, our treasury is able to enter the new year 
with a substantial balance and without borrowing any 
money in anticipation of revenue. This is largely due to 
the fact that our collector has been very active and has 
received the codperation of the taxpayers, and has turned 
in an unusually large amount of delinquent taxes. His 
report is especially interesting when compared to those of 
recent years, and we hope will be given careful attention. 

Through the action of the legislature, we were not al- 
lowed to do any Chapter 90 work in 1939, and no State 
and County grants are expected until another session of 
the General Court. We did, however, receive in 1939, and 
expect to receive in 1940, a small allotment for mainten- 
ance of Chapter 90 highways, which has enabled us to 
keep our present highways in reasonably good condition. 


The appropriation by the Town for Main Street main- 
tenance and repairs has enabled us to eliminate a drainage 
problem at the top of Ryan’s Hill which has given the 
Selectmen and abutters much difficulty for many years. 
In connection with this work, we had the codperation of 
the State Dept. of Public Works, and we particularly want 
to thank Mr. Lawrence Robinson for the large amount of 
assistance he gave us in providing compressor, drills, 
blasting equipment and operators, without cost to the 
town. 
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We have been notified by the State Dept. of Public 
Works of a substantial grant to be made next Spring for 
repairs to certain bridges which were damaged by the 1938 
hurricane and flood. The town is to do the work, and 
must assume any damages to adjoining property, and an 
article appears in the warrant for this purpose. However, 
we do not anticipate that any appropriation will be re- 
quired in this connection. 


Our Public Welfare and Old Age Assistance cases are, 
as usual, the most difficult ones we have to deal with, and 
with one expensive hospitalization case and a State case 
which spent most of the year with us, we were forced to 
draw upon the Reserve Account. The greater part of the 
expense of administering Old Age Assistance is met by 
Federal funds, but we hope that the town will make pro- 
vision for more adequate compensation to the Chairman 
of the Board or such other person as may be in charge of 
Public Welfare work, as this position, particularly under 
the new rulings of the State Department, requires a large 
amount of time and travel, for which the Chairman has 
heretofore received extra compensation only for out-of- 
town trips. It would seem that a reasonable salary should 
be set for this position.

I have completed a check of the books of.the various 
town officials, and make the following report of my find- 
ings: 


The Treasurer has paid orders as follows:

He has in his possession and due the Town on December 
31, 1939 the sum of $9,534.63. There are no unpaid orders 
outstanding. 


The Treasurer holds Tax Title deeds amounting to 
$1,160.67, several items of which, if not redeemed, will be 
foreclosed and become the property of the Town in 1940. 


All departments were able to keep within their appro- 
priations, with the assistance of a few transfers from the 
Reserve Account, and no appropriation for unpaid bills of 
1939 will be asked. 


My check of the Tax Collector’s records shows total un- 
collected taxes as of December 31, 1939, amounting to 
$18,877.51, and the details of his collections appear in the 
report herewith. All discrepancies of the ex-collector, 
William G. Strippe, have been paid into the Treasury, and 
all warrants originally committed to him have been col- 
lected in full. 

There were no Loans of any kind outstanding on De- 
cember 31st, and it is hoped that cooperation between the 
taxpayers and collector will continue, so that it will be 
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. unnecessary to borrow during the coming year, except for 
those amounts required by law. 


As shown on the Balance sheet herewith, the financial 
condition of the Town is excellent, due to the large amount 
of taxes collected during 1939, but it should be noted that 
there is as yet very little “Free Cash” available for reduc- 
ing the 1940 tax rate.

Superintendent of Schools 


To the Whately School Committee: 


I submit to you my annual report for the school year 
ending December 31, 1939. 


During the past year the State of New York has been 
conducting a rigid survey of its school system. ‘The 
published report has been the subject of much discussion 
and comment. I quote a paragraph which is pertinent to 
all systems today: 


What these boys and girls now need is a broad 
general education which will give to all alike at least 
the same minimum essential tools of inter-communi- 
cation and thinking (the 3 R’s)—the same minimum 
up-to-date scientific acquaintance with the world in 
which we live, both natural and social—an apprecia- 
tion of the culture and standards of our civilization— 
the beginnings of the ability to work well with 
others—a common understanding and belief in the 
democratic process and the desire to preserve and de- 
fend self-government. In addition to this, boys and 
girls need as individuals some understanding of their 
own bodies and minds, and the opportunity, under 
proper guidance and stimulation, to develop their in- 
dividual capacities, interests, and possibilities for 
growth. 


This is a rather elaborate way of stating that boys and 
girls should not reach high school age without some 
knowledge of the changes taking place in their world, 
changes scientific, social and political, situations differing 
radically from those confronting their parents in their 
youth. These areas of knowledge extend beyond the 3 
R’s. This knowledge can not be presented to youth wholly 
through arithmetic and spelling, nor does a list of dates 


72 


and battles, the number of bones in the body, the names 
of the highest mountain peaks or the longest rivers, offer 
adequate vehicles for this purpose. ‘Purposeful activi- 
ties” employing the hands and the eyes, as well as the 
mind, the imagination and emotions, codperative and crea- 
tive work, must be woven into the fabric with facts and 
skills. Whether these activities are drawn from the pages 
of an up-to-date text or arise from the fertile mind of an 
alert and resourceful teacher, they can no longer be classed 
among “fads and frills.” Provision must be made for 
them in all grades of school work, elementary and high 
school. Funds should be available to provide equipment 
and other encouragement to teachers for the enrichment 
and broadening of their instruction outside as well as with- 
in the classroom. ) 


Our pupils have engaged in various class and group ac- 
tivities in the enrichment and extension of their regular 
work. During the spring all classes above the fourth 
grade participated in a “Clean up—Paint up” poster con- 
test under the the direction of Mr. Maniatty, art super- 
visor. Various choral groups are functioning as in the 
past. The pupils have participated in various public pro- 
grams and enjoyed the holiday offerings of a generous 
Parent-Teacher Association. 


Whately schools are operating with six teachers in 
charge of the eight grades. The registrations in the 
seventh and eighth grades still exceed those of the suc- 
ceeding grades. Though the teaching load is relatively 
light, some “splitting’’ of grades will be necessary until 
there is more uniformity in registrations in all grades. 
Little confusion results, and there is no serious interfer- 
ence with the school organization. Grades one, two and 
three are still in Center building, and the other grades 
occupy four rooms in the East building. Promotions last 
June were even above normal, and very satisfactory 
ratings were made by all classes in the various testing 
programs throughout the year. 
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The retirement last June of Mrs. Jessie White was a 
real loss to the schools of Whately. Mrs. White began 
her services in Whately in 1924, following valuable ex- 
perience in other schools. She possessed a remarkable 
insight into the juvenile mind and in her judgement of 
the individual pupil measured all his capacities and inter- 
ests. A multitude of boys and girls of Whately will hold 
their association with Mrs. White in pleasant recollection. 
Miss Gillern, who had rendered long and effective service 
as music supervisor, was married and retired from service. 
Mrs. White was succeeded in the eighth grade by Miss 
Frances Filipkowski, of Whately. She attended our local 
schools, Deerfield High, and was recently graduated from 
Massachusetts State College. Miss Gillern was succeeded 
by Miss Mary O’Donnell of South Deerfield. Other teach- 
ers have continued in their previous positions. 

While the census shows a decrease of 14 and the ele- 
mentary registration this fall fell off 17, the number of 
pupils attending high and vocational schools increased by 
5. This group consumed 44.5 per cent of the expenditures 
of this year, and a large part of the high school tuition 
remains unbilled. 

Due to uncertainty of expenses and decreased budget, 
the expenditure for books was but one-half of the amount 
of the previous year. Some replacements are due, but 
otherwise supplies and oboks are adequate for the de- 
creased registration. Repairs were made to the plumbing 
in the East school, and a drinking fountain was placed on 
the main floor. Plans were made for improvement of the 
lighting, but funds were inadequate at the time. Ceilings 
in the East school are frequently damaged by roof leaks. 
Repairs can be only temporary until the flat roof on the 
east side of the building can be re-flashed and the stucco 
on the outside walls replaced. 

Your attention is called to the interesting reports of the 
school nurse and the supervisors of art and music. Lists 
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of graduates, registration and other tabulations may be 
found on following pages. 

A review of the finances shows that the total expendi- 
tures for the year were $820.00 less than last year. Re- 
imbursements amounted to $9,184.07, an increase of 
$1,203.23. This leaves a net cost of schools to the Town 
for this year of $12,164.62, a decrease of $2,023.44 from 
last year’s figures. 

I appreciate the hearty codperation of School Commit- 
tee, teachers and Town Officials in the conduct of the 
schools.

I herewith submit my annual report as Supervisor of 
Art in the schools of Whately. 

The pupils began their Art studies with great enthusi- 
asm and interest. Since the Town of Whately introduced 
this study I am pleased to say that a real improvement can 
already be seen in the Art work being done by the children. 

In carrying out the Art work a definite outline of study 
is followed throughout the year. In the fall we study 
nature and bird life; then follow lessons in representation 
and free expression. This is done, however, with much 
attention given to color, form, proportion and composition. 
In the primary grade, projects and lessons are stressed ~ 
that tend to develop the child’s imagination, creative 
powers and ability to use the hands and muscles. The 
months of November and December are devoted to holiday 
work and Christmas gifts. In January, we study figure, 
stressing construction, proportion and movement of a 
human body. Later we carry the figure study into poster 
work. February brings color followed by design. Each 
previous study is related to the following lesson. 

I should like to report that Whately’s pupils have well 
represented their town at the exhibit of the Deerfield 
Valley Art Association at Hall Tavern in East Charlemont. 

I would like to thank at this time, Mr. Janes, our 
Superintendent, the School Committee, parents, pupils and 
teachers for their excellent cooperation and for sponsoring 
the subject so generously.

I herewith submit to you my first annual report as 
Supervisor of Music in the Public Schools of Whately. 

On September 5, 1939, I began my duties as Supervisor 
of Music and have followed the conventional outline for 
teaching public school music. 

In the first and second grades the primary aims are to 
build up a repertoire and to instill in the child a love of 
music as a medium of self-expression. Various rhythm 
games and action songs have been taught. Actual work 
on scales has been started. 

The third grade in the Center School is greatly handi- 

capped by the lack of proper books. Those in use are in 
: very poor condition. 

In the East School the course of study is much the same 
as in past years. The ability to read music accurately 
and freely and to sing properly the music read has been 
and will continue to be emphasized. 

The girls and boys in the eighth grade have organized 
a club which is comprised of all those who enjoy singing 
and who are willing to work for more beautiful group sing- 
ing. 

Since the correlation of all musical activity in the school 
curriculum is most desirable and necessary to insure the 
success of the course of study taught, various musical 
projects will be worked out with the assistance of the 
classroom teachers. 

In closing, I wish to thank you, Mr. Janes, and the teach- 
ers of Whately for your codperation and consideration.

Twenty-four moving pictures on health subjects, five 
on geography, four reels at Christmas on “Aladdin and 
‘His Wonderful Lamp,” and two reels of “Our Gang,’’ were 
shown to the children during the year. Lessons taught 
through movies are remembered a long time. When asked 
about these pictures, the children recall them in great 
detail. 

Early in the year, your nurse assisted with the dental 
examination of 154 children. Nineteen of these needed 
no dental work done and one was having work done by his 
own dentist. Thirty-nine children had one hundred and 
nine operations, consisting of fillings, cleanings, and ex- 
tractions. At the end of the clinic, twenty-two more had 
a dental certificate for completed work. | 

Routine inspections of every child are made _ several 
times during the year. All children, with abnormal con- 
ditions, are seen as often as necessary. Twelve children 
were recommended for exclusion, eleven of them being 
taken home. Chicken pox and measles were prevalent, 
mostly among the younger children. The common cold 
still causes more illness and disability than any other dis- 
ease. 

Year by year, there has been a steadily increasing num- 
ber of children who are protected against diphtheria. The 
toxoid clinic held four times last spring by Dr. Moline, 
increased the number of school and pre-school children 
thus protected, by seventeen. 

Much less sickness among the children enables the nurse 
to spend more time in the schools in observation of the 
children, which helps her to find the children needing 
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special attention. Children are taken to the doctor, den- 
tist, or oculist when it is necessary. 

A check-up on growth is maintained through the weigh- 
ing and measuring. | 

Sixty-five visits to the schools and seventy-four visits 
to homes were made. ‘Three children have had new 
glasses, while one child who was taken to an oculist, did 
not need them. Improvement has resulted from the 
treatment ordered. 

Although a careful watch is kept over children who 
have enlarged tonsils, only two had symptoms which re- 
quired tonsillectomy. 

Two girls were given eight weeks of healthy, happy 
living at the Greenfield Health Camp last summer. 

For many years, Dr. Charles Moliine was not only the 
school physician, but the friend of teachers and children. 
His influence still lingers, although he has gone on. His 
skill, inspiration and guidance were freely given in the 
service he rendered Whately children.
